Growth of Theological Seminary 


The following clipping from a Bos- 
to the Andover 
Theological Seminary at Cambridge is 
of considerable interest to Andover: 

“The trustees of the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary have issued a state- 
ment to its Congregational constitu- 
ency reviewing its successful achieve- 


| ments and its larger promise in its 


affiliation with Harvard University. 


| Speaking of the new buildings, the 


trustees point out that the facilities 
are adequate except in dormitory ac- 
commodations. The room was ample 


| for the few students who came with 


the seminary, but is now not nearly 
large enough. 

“The trustees plan to build a dor- 
mitory wing to cost $75,000, which 
will be a part of a total fund of 
$500,000 to be raised. They also say 
that there is urgent need of $425,000 
for additional professorships, to meet 
modern requirements. 

“Having first made personal pledges 
of funds, they now appeal ‘to all who 
will assist them in fulfilling the trust 
with which they are charged.’ The 
total sum which the trustees desire 
to raise is, therefore, nearly one 
million dollars.”

Explorer Scott and and Companions 


Perish In the Antarctic 


WERE RETURNING FROM POLE 


Had Reached Coveted Goal Thirty- 


Five Days After Amundsen’s Dis- | 


covery and Started on Return Jour- 
ney to Base of Supplies When They 


Lost Their Way and Froze to Death | 


London, Feb. 11.—Captain Robert 
F. Scott, the famous British Ant- 
arctic explorer, and four members of 
his South Role expedition perished in 
the Antarctic after reaching the South 
Pole. 

News of the tragedy was received 
here yesterday afternoon after the ex- 
ploration ship Terra Nova, which had 


gone to McMurdo sound to bring the | 


explorers back to civilization, had 
reported the death by wireless as she 
was passing Cape Saunders, New Zea- 
land. 

The Scott party had reached the 
South Pole on Jan. 18, 1912, and 
were on their way back to their base 
of supplies when they were overtaken 
by a blizzard and lost their way. All 
froze to death. 

The victims, in addition to Captain 
Scott, were Dr. Wilson, one of the 
scientific staff; Captain Oates of the 
Inniskilling Dragoons, who was in 
charge of the dogs and ponies; Lieu- 
tenant Bowers of the Royal Indian 
Marines, and Lieutenant R. B&B. 
Evans, in charge of the equipment. 

News of the death of Scott and his 
party created a tremendous sensation 
here. It was heard with genuine re- 
gret by scientific and naval circles, 
as Scott’s exploration achievements in 
the Antarctic have been highly im- 
portant. He was an officer in the 
royal navy. 

Scott reached the South Pole thirty- 
five days after Captain Amundsen, its 
discoverer. Amundsen reached the 
point farthest south on Dec. 14, 1911, 
and remained there three days.

Scott’s Last Message 

London, Feb, 12.—Grief and pride 
in the simple narrative of high cour- 
age, endurance and sacrifice, given in 
Captain Robert F. Scott's farewell 
message to the world, written with 
the knowledge that he was doomed to 
death with his companions in the Ant- 
arctic ice and snow, strive for domi- 
nance in the feelings of the British 
public. 

The tragedy of Scott’s 
expedition was referred to in the 
house of commons by Premier As- 
quith. Speaking with evident emo- 
tion he said: 

“We all at this moment are under

ANOTHER DAY 
OF FIGHTING 


‘Nelther Side Gains Advantage 


In Capital of Mexico 
HEAVY ARTILLERY BEING USED 


Many Buildings Practically Wrecked 
as Bombardment Cont!nues Despite 
Protests of Diplomats—Centre of 
Business District Shelled—Foreign- 
ers Seek Refuge Around Embassy 


Mexico City, Feb. 13.—The battle 
for the control of the capital between 
the federal forces and the followers of 
General Diaz was resumed with great 
vigor yesterday morning and con- 
tinued throughout the day, . without 
material advantage to either side at 
Non-combatants and for- 
eigners suffered just as much as did 
the local armies. One American wo- 


man was killed; another fatally 
wounded. 

Both sides used heavier artillery 
than at any other time, but the Diaz 
followers were more conservative in 
their firing and also seemed to be 
the better marksmen. They silenced 
a number of machine guns which the 
federals had placed on a number of 
high buildings in the centre of the 
business district and created consid- 
erable havoc among the infantry de- 
tachments, but seemed unable to 
make any considerable headway. 

The bombardment reached a climax 
yesterday when Diaz shelled the very 
centre of the business districts in an 
effort to silence the cannon of the 
government and drive irom the roofs 
of the taller buildings the federal 
sharpshooters and, the men serving 
the machine guns. 

This smothering action, directed 
from the arsenal, continued for more 
than two hours. Shrapnel fell like 
hail and occasionally bursting shells 
tore holes in the sides of buildings. 

Meanwhile, the fire from the op- 
posite direction rendered the far-out 
residence district uninhabitable, as 
well as the big apartment building 
known as Gore court. 

The federal guns replied occasion- 
ally, but without serious damage to 
the rebel positions. It was this ac- 
tion which decided the diplomats, af- 
ter communicating with their gov- 
ernments, to protest against the con- 
tinuation of such operations, which 
they characterized as being unsanc- 
tioned by the laws of warfare of 
civilized nations. 

Not doubting the intentions of the 
government to resume the action on 
an augmented scale, the foreigners 
sent throughout yesterday afternoon 
automobiles under white flags to col- 
lect the women and children and 
transfer them to the section around 
the American embassy, which is con- 
sidered relatively free from danger. 
An American guard is on duty at the 
embassy, and foreign residents with- 
out visible arms patrol this quarter, 
because of the total absence of po- 
lice. 


Seven-Hour Drawn Battle 

Mexico City, Feb. 12.—The feder- 
als and rebels fought a seven-hour 
drawn battle with heavy artillery in 
the heart of the city vesterday. When 
darkness put an end to the fighting 
neither side appeared to have gained 
any marked advantage. 

Estimates of the casualties run as 
high as 1000, although accurate in- 
tormation cannot be obtained at this 
time. The dead certainly will be 
counted by the hundreds. 

Foreign residents for the most part 
kept under cover, but three Ameri- 
cans are known to have suffered in- 
juries from stray bullets. 

Beginning of Revolt 

Mexico City, Feb. 10.—The army 
revolted Sunday. The troops took 
possession of the national palace and 
nearly all the principal public build- 
ings. Gustave Madero was’ made 
prisoner. 

After some street fighting, in which 
about 200 persons were killed and 
some 500 wounded, the government 
succeeded in regaining partial control. 

The insurgents released Felix Diaz 
and General Bernardo Reyes,  ex- 
secretary of war. 

Felix Diaz and 
gained possession 
early in the afternoon. He took 
possession of the palace and 
captured the arsenal by assault. Later 
the palace was recaptured. Only a 
few scattered companies of the city 
garison maintained an appearance of 
loyalty to the administration. 

General Bernardo Reyes was shot 
through the head and killed in front 
of the national palace. Reyes was a 
strong adherents of Porfirio Diaz and 
an ex-secretary of war, 

President Madera and the members 
of his cabinet took refuge in the na- 
tional palace, where they were pbe- 
sieged, but, with some loyal troops 
at their back, succeeded in defending 
the palace-from the assaults of the 
revolutionists. 

Genera] Diaz, who fs the nephew of 
the deposed President Porfirio Diaz, 
is now at the head of a majority of th 
capital troops, including most of the 
artillery, and is in possession of the

FROM BALKANS 


Turks Make Formal Appeal to 
British Foreign Minister 


SUFFERING SEVERE REVERSES 


Twenty-Five Hundred Buried by Al- 
lies, While Three Thousand Dead 
Are Left Scattered Over Battlefield 
of Bulair—Many Christians Re- 
ported Masascred by Turks 


London, Feb. 13.—The Turkish 
government has formally requested 
Sir Edward Grey to invite the Euro- 
pean powers to intervene to stop the 
Balkan war. This request has been 
communicated to the ambassadors 
here, who have transmitted it to 
their respective governments. They 
will meet on Friday to report the re- 
sult. 

More detailed accounts of the Bulair 
battle received at Sofia say that it 
was a complete disaster for the 
Turks, 2500 of whom were buried by 
the Bulgarians, and another 3000 
Turkish dead left lying scattered over 
the battlefield. According to reports 
received here nearly 10,000 Turks 
were wounded. 

The Turkish disembarkation of two 
divisions at Charkeui occupied two 
days. At 6 o’clock on the morning 
of the third day the Bulgarians fierce- 
ly attacked them, and in the after- 
noon, finding themselves in danger of 
being surrounded, the Turks fled in a 
panic. They regained the shore with 
difficulty, pursued by Bulgarian in- 
fantry and artillery. Their re-em- 
barkation was effected in great dis- 
order under the protection of the guns 
of the Turkish warships. When the 
remnants of the® Turkish soldiers 
were aboard the ships the flotilla 
steamed away. 

On the other hand, the Constanti- 
nople correspondent of the Daily News 
asserts that Enver Bey made a suc- 
cessful landing at Charkeui, com- 
pelling the Bulgers, who opposed 
him, to retire. He intends to cross 
the Rhodope mountains and attack 
the Bulgarians in the rear at Kavak. 

While official accounts of the fight- 
ing issued at Sofia and Ccnstantinopde 
are very conflicting, it seems to be 
certain that the Turkish arms have 
again met serious reverses, although 
Adrianople and Scutari are still hold- 
ing out. 

It is reported in Sofia that the 
Turkish troops drove the whole male 
Christian population of Buyuk Chek- 
medje into the schoolhouse there and 
then massacred them. Subsequently 
they killed all the Christian women 
and children with the exception of the 
young girls, whom they carried off on 
board ship. 

There was no fighting yesterday 
either in the Gallipoli peninsula or 
at the Tchatalja lines. The bom- 
bardment of <Adrianople, however, 
continues. 

Bulgaria having refused the request 
of the powers that foreigners be al- 
lowed to leave Adrianople, the French 
government has made further repre- 
sentations to Bulgaria of the most 
pressing character, demanding that 
French residents be authorized to quit 
the city immediately.

Our Young Folks 


No person could have taken up the 
Monday morning paper of this week 
without being impressed by the ef- 
fect of the headlines. On almost 
every page was some suggestion of 
an effort being made in one part or 
another of the nation to correct the 
increasing evils associated with child 
development. So striking was the 
impression upon the writer he can- 
not refrain from quoting two of the 
more important suggestions made in 
connection with the problem in two 
sections of Massachusetts. One 
comes from the city of Salem with 
all of the old New England charac- 
teristics which that city has supposed 
to stand for, and is as follows: 


“Our young people are going 
straight to the devil, unless we wake 
up, take notice, and rectify existing 
conditions. 


“Saturday night dances, some of 
which are held in the very shadow of 
this church, are the most immoral 
things that ever existed in the city of 
Salem. These places have become the 
resorts of men and women of low 
morals. We of the priesthood hear 
many an echo of these places in the 
numerous husbandless wives and 
nameless children that we look after 
and send to Boston and elsewhere. 
The Saturday night dance institution 
is one of the greatest menaces to pub- 
lic morals today, and the proper au- 
thorities should consider the advisa- 
bility of calling a halt upon them.” 

Fr. Sullivan heartily indorsed the 
new quarter of nine curfew, and de- 
clared that parents were too negli- 
gent with their children. 

“Why,” he asked, “did it become 
necessary to sound a public warning 
to keep young girls off the street? 
Why were the civil authorities com- 
pelled to take this action? On ac- 
count of the neglect of parents, and | 
appeal to you to co-operate with the 
city government, to extend your 
moral support and to help remedy 
conditions.” 


The other comes from a_ union 
service in Everett, where the people 
who feel the responsibility for con 
ditions are thoroughly aroused to the 
drift which is in control of the boys 
and girls of that city. 

“Many of Everett's young girls, it 
was declared, were being led astray 
by the evil influences surrounding the 
cheap dances and amusement resorts 
conducted in Everett. Kitchen bar- 
rooms, three-decker tenement boxes 
in the congested dictrirte, pony ex 
press and petty gambling were some 
of the evils denounced. 

“A general alarm wos sounded to 
check the apparent indifference and 
neglect of the welfare of Everett’s 
girls and boys. The churchgoing pub- 
lic was declared in part to blame. Pas- 
tors even said the local juvenile court 
was largely responsible for hoodlum- 
ism- and waywardness of Everett 
youths because it did not co-operate 
with the Everett police, which also 
had become indifferent and helpless 
in coping with the young element in 
this city.” 


We don't need to go out of Ando- 
ver to get the same impression that 
these good people have, touching up- 


on the easy ways which mark the 
lives of the boys and girls of the 


present day. Hardly had the paper 
been laid away after the morning's 
reading when a communication (pub- 
lished elsewhere) came from a gen- 
tleman in town who has done more 
to entertain and instruct intelligently 
and wisely the students of the acad- 
emy and the townspeople than any 
other force in the town. But not- 
withstanding the free giving mark- 
ing the efforts of Professor Moore- 
head and his associates at the 
Academy, to provide entertainment 


lectures, free, conditions have 
to such a pass as to make it neces- 
sary for a restraint to be placed upon 
those who may attend these enter 
tainment unless something is done to 
bring about a proper behaviour by 
the silly kids who frequent them 
We commend Professor Moorehead’: 
letter to the attention of the parent;

without still further additions to the 
tremendous burden, which inefficiency, 
bred in-such tendencies as mark the 
child life of the present day, has 
already placed as a serious handicap 
to the prestige which New England 
prudence, thrift, industry, and char- 
acter, has maintained for so long a 
time? 


An Important Meeting 


The announcement in another col- 
umn of the proposed meeting for 
discussing the highway question on 
Monday evening, February 24, is a 
welcome evidence of progress in the 
work of getting this matter before 
the people of the town. The meeting 
has been planned entirely with the 
idea that the fullest and freest public 
discussion possible will help more 
than anything else to lead to some 
definite action at the town meeting 
which will follow a week later. As 
stated in the announcement, definite 
speeches are to be arranged for by 
a dozen or so representatives of dif- 
ferent sections of the town, without 
any reference to the personal desires 
the speakers may present. There 
has been no thought in all of the 
preparations for this meeting, and 
for the action leading up to the meet- | 
ing, of putting through any particular 
plan if some other plan should de- 
velop more advantageous for the en- 
tire town. The writer has believed 
in a consolidated department. Some- 
body else may believe in a wider 
division of authority. One is as wel- 
come as the other at this particular 
meeting where every side of the 
question should be brought out and 
carefully considered. 

It is good to see many men inter- 
ested in this subject, who have not 
taken as large an interest in public 
affairs as it has sometimes seemed as 
if they ought to. On every side men 
are’ discussing the road situation. 
Not because the roads alone are in- 
volved, but because it is a vital issue 
at the present moment and _ repre- 
sents one phase of public service that 
is not as well done as it ought to be 
in the town of Andover. As we said 
in this column last week no man has 
a fright to approach the question 
from a personal standpoint, because 
it is at the present moment too big 
for any one individual's hobby to be 
ridden in connection with it. No 
man's job is involved, or should 
stand in the way of the best possible 
service, any more than should any 
man’s opinion. It makes not a par- 
ticle of difference how the problem 
ts worked out if it is only worked 
out speedily in a way to bring better 
results. 

Let us all pull together along these 
lines, and pulling together, five years 
from today, the highways in Andover 
will make a very different impression 
upon the people who live here and 
the people who visit here, from the 
impression they make today.

TO DISCUSS HIGHWAYS 


Public Meeting to Be Held on Feb. 
24, to Supplement Work Already 
Accomplished 


2 
For some time the problem of the 
highways of Andover has been recog- 
nized by a large number of the citi- 
interested in the 
welfare and advancement of the com- 


| munity, as a question calling for se- 


rious consideration to be followed by 
decisive action. 

To this end a conference was held 
in January of last year, at which the 
question was brought up for dis- 
cussion, and at which the first steps 
towards the desired 
problem were taken. Since that time 
work in the same direction has been 
quietly but steadily going forward, 
until the need of change and improve- 
ment has come to be pretty generally 
felt throughout the community. 

To supplement the initial confer- 
ence and the various committee meet- 
ings which ensued, the following law 
was enacted at the last session of the 
Legislature: 

Sec. 1. The board of public 
works of the town of Andover, 
established in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter eighty- 
three of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and _ ninety- 
nine, is hereby abolished, and 
the powers and duties of its 
members are terminated. The 
officers of highway surveyor and 
park commissioner in the said 
town are hereby abolished. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby estab- 
lished in the town of Andover a 
board of public works in which 
shall be vested the powers and 
duties heretofore pertaining to 
the board of public works elected 
by the said town in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 
eighty-three of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and nine- 
ty-nine. In respect to the con- 
struction, maintenance and repair 
of streets, ways, bridges, side- 
walks, monumerffs,at the termini 
and angles of Péads, and guide 
posts and in respect to the laying 
out, construction, maintenance 
and repair of drains, the board 
of public works hereby estab- 
lished shall exclusively have the 
nowers, perform the duties, and 
be subject to the liabilities and 
penalties of the selectmen, and 
the surveyor of highways; but all 
right and authority to lay out 
streets, and to grant franchises 
or locations in public ways for 
electric or other railways shall be 
vested in the board of selectmen. 
The duties, powers and authority 
now vested in the park commis- 
sioners snall be vested in and ex- 
ercised by the board of public 
works. 

Sec. 3. The members of the 
board of public works hereby es- 
tablished shall be elected at a 
regular town meeting or at a 
special town meeting called for 
the purpose. The board shall 
consist of five members and shall 
be elected, in the first place, one 
for a term of one year, two for 
terms of two years, and two for 
terms of three years, from the 
date of the meeting at which they 
are elected, if the same is an 
annual meeting, and from the 
date of the next annual meeting 
following their election if they 
are elected at a special meeting. 
At each annual town meeting 
thereafter, when the term of any 
member of the board expires, the 
town shall elect a successor or 
successors as the case may be to 
serve for three years. In all 
cases the members shall serve 
until their successors are elected. 
If a vacancy occurs before the 
expiration of a term the town 
may at a meeting duly called for 
the purpose elect a person to 
serve for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take ef- 
fect upon its acceptance by the 
town at any annual meeting, or 
at a special meeting duly called 
for the purpose, except that if so 
accepted, the act shall take ef- 
fect upon such date as shall be 
fixed by the town at the time of 
the acceptance of the act. 


To bring the matter again before 
the public, an open meeting has been 
arranged to take place in the town 
hall on Monday evening, February 
24, at 8 o'clock, under the direction of 
the same general committee which 
had charge of the preliminary meet- 
ing, which includes the following men 
interested in the first meeting, and 
many others: W. A. Allen, S. H.

The meeting will be presided over 
by Alfred L. Ripley, and twelve or 
fifteen men representing different sec- 
tions of the town have been asked to 
make five-minute speeches. These 
speakers have not been confined to 
any definite line of remarks, or the 
advocation of any particular plan, but 
will speak on the question as it ap- 
peals to them from their own view- 
point. The meeting will then be 
opened for general discussion, and it 
is expected that as the outcome of this 
arrangement, the gathering will re- 
sult in suggestions of no small value 
in the further solution of the problem 
of better highways in Andover.

What earthly rea- 
son there should be for helping 
Henry Smith to become a first class 
mill operative, when John Smith, 
Henry's brother, can get no help in 
fulfilling his ambition to become a 
machinist, or a bookkeeper, or a 
farmer, is beyond our comprehension. 
We cannot change our opinion that 
this whole drift along the lines sug- 
gested by Mr. Rogers’ bill is a drift 
towards making things altogether too 
easy for the present-day lad to get 


an “opening” which in too many 
cases, he is too lazy to grasp, whether 
in Mr. Rogers’s textile school or 


somebody else’s free industrial school. 

We are aware that any objection to 
the present trend in favor of provid- 
ing a “soft snap,” is not very popu- 
lar, but we have grave doubts if this 
popular method of providing free 
education and free everything else 
would ever have succeeded in making 
the character and success of such 
men as the distinguished father and 
grandfather of our good friend the 
Congressman, who blazed their own 
ways to success without government 
pap or a benevolent state. 

We hope that Mr. Rogers’s political 
ambition, which undoubtedly has 
something to do with the promoting 
of such legislation as this 
its hallmarks of popularity, will not 
lead him to forget that there is fully 
as much discipline for the rising

pronounced deterrents. If you. mul- 
tiply the number of Andover residents 
who will go to Lowell if this act 1s 
passed, by ten or twelve dollars (one- 
half the probable cost of tuition), | 
cannot believe that the product should 
alarm either your taxpayers or your 
school committee. In any event the 
result is to make available to those 
who are pre-eminently worthy a sort 
of education which will make them 
more useful to themselves and to the 
community at large. And it is not 
a case where Andover is paying for 
what somebody else should do—it 1s 
paying for one-half of the tuition for 
its own residents. ; 

I quite agree that there is danger 
that our legislation may become over 
paternalistic. I suppose we should 
also agree, however, that paternalistic 
legislation may be beneficent or it 
may be harmful. I confess that it 
seems to me that the bill in question. 
if paternal at all, clearly belongs 1° 
the former category.

AGAINST SALISBURY BEACH 


Bill of Representative Eames Seeks 
to Exclude Andover from Pay- 
ing for Its Purchase and 
Maintenance 


Representative Harry M. Eames 
has presented a bill in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature, which has for 
its object the exclusion of Andover 
from the so-called Salisbury Beach 
Reservation, the authorization of 
which was passed by last year’s Leg- 
islature. For the purchase and main- 
tenance of this reservation the cities 
and towns of the Merrimack Valley 
as far as Lowell were included in the 
Salisbury Beach Reservation Dis- 
trict. 

There was much opposition to the 
measure last year, and Representative 
Eames ‘strenuously opposed its pas- 
sage. This year several cities and 
towns have introduced bills similar 
to that of Representative Eames on 
the ground that they are being taxed 
for something from which no benefit 
is derived. a 

The bill is as follows: 

“Section three of chapter seven 
hundred and fifteen of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and 
twelve hereby amended by 
striking out, in lines four and 
five, the word ‘Andover’,—so as 
to read as follows:—Section 3. 
The jurisdiction and powers of 
said commission shall extend to, 
and may be exercised in, the 
cities of Newburyport, Haverhill, 
Lawrence and Lowell, and the 
towns of Salisbury, Amesbury, 
Merrimac, Methuen, North An- 
dover, Boxford, Georgetown, 
Groveland and West Newbury. 
The said cities and towns shall 
constitute the Salisbury Beach 
Reservation District.” 

A hearing will be given at the 
State House next Tuesday morning 
at 10.30 o'clock.

Those Andover people who have 
been fortunate enough to see the an- 
nual Tournament of Roses in Pasa- 
dena, California, and those others 
who have known of the event simply 
through written articles and illustra- 
tions will alike be interested in the 
following description of the pageant 
given in a letter to the clerks of the 
Andover Press by Miss Nellie H. 
Farmer. 

Although January 1, 1913, is some 
way behind us, you may be interested 
to hear how we spent New Year’s 
Day in Pasadena. It is the gala day 
of the year; stores are closed, busi- 
ness is suspended, and everybody 
from the baby to grandma takes a 
holiday. 

For days before, people began to 
decorate their buildings with red, 
white and blue hangings, flags, ban- 
ners and pennants, in many places 


strung across the avenues; also 
strings of electric lights, in honor of 
the Tournament of Roses parade. 


Many of the buildings are of white 
or light-colored cement, so you can 
imagine how pretty the colors looked 
against them. On some avenues tall 
palm leaves were tied to the lamp- 
posts. 

It was a very beautiful summer day. 
You can imagine the crowds of peo- 
ple and autos upon the streets when 


| I tell you that 150,000 persons came 


| nothing of all 


from Los Angeles alone, to say 
those from other 
places. Although the parade was not 
scheduled to start until eleven o’clock, 
people took their lunches and started 
out as early as seven o’clock to get 
good positions to see along the 
streets. 


We had good places on a friend’s 
piazza and while we waited had a 
lovely picture before us—a grove of 
orange trees loaded with fruit, back 
of that the mountains against the 
most beautiful blue sky. 

lor two hours we watched the pa- 
rade go by and I can’t begin to tell 
you how lovely it all was. Imagine 
autos with frames built around them 
to represent an enormous duck, a pea- 
cock, ships, boats and many other 
things, all covered over with the most 
beautiful flowers—thousands of roses, 
lilies, carnations, geraniums, daisies, 
violets, pepper tree branches and 
berries, poinsettias, and yards and 
yards of smilax. Then there were 
floats representing different trades, 
stores, manufactures, the various de- 


| partments of the city government, the 


fire department, schools, parks, etc., 
everything made of flowers and 
greenery, Companies of men on foot, 
two of them were all in white, 
clothes, shoes and hats, and one car- 
ried white parasols. 

Then there was company after 
company of young men and boys rep- 
resenting different sports, Boy Scouts, 
Y. M. C. A., different nations, ete. 
Some of them stopped at intervals 
and went through drills. 

_Every little way there was a band 
of music, and the Scotch bagpipers 
followed by a company of Scotchmen 
in their plaids and kilts, were worth 
seeing. There were lots of beautiful 
horses, with garlands of smilax and 
roses around their necks, their sad- 
dles and cloths covered with flowers, 
ridden by young men and ladies. One 
float was drawn by twenty of the 
cunningiest little mouse-colored 
ponies, four abreast. There were sev- 
eral ponies and broncos ridden and 


| driven in carts by little children, One 


float had twelve little children in it 
representing daisies, their faces form- 
ing the centres and the petals around 
their necks. Lovely ladies dressed 
all in white drove electric limousines 
and runabouts 
with flowers. You wonder where so 
many flowers came from, yet a few 
days after, we saw violets selling 
three bunches for a quarter and beau- 
tiful carnations at fifteen cents per 
bunch. 


The pictures don’t begin to do jus- 


; tice to the beauty of the parade. 


In the afternoon there were all 
kinds of races and athletic contests 
at a big park, and in the evening a 
grand ball for the king and queen of 


| the Tournament, at one of the fine 


hotels. 


I forgot to tell you that I saw some 
real old Indian chiefs and squaws in 
all their toggery and feathers. They 
all toed-in in great shape when walk- 
ing by us. 

The papers have told you of the 
unusually cold weather that we had 
for a few days. In places where 
there has been no snow for thirty 
years they had several feet, and peo- 
ple who have been here thirty-five 
years never saw it so cold. All our 
roses, lilies and almost all the 
flowers were frozen stiff, but the 
worst is having so many oranges all 
frozen, and they were almost ripe 
enough to pick. The loss to citrus 
fruit-growers is said to be about 
$20,000,000, 

A man was here the other day who 
has a cousin living in Covina who has 
orange groves from which he ex- 
pected to realize $10,000. He hired 
men to work nights and burned two 
carloads of oil making smudge fires, 
but it didn’t keep off the frost and 
he lost everything. Many men are 
ruined and it means hard times. 
Wages in fruit-packing houses have 
been cut down one-half, and about 
250 students have been called home 


from Leland Stanford University. 
Lots of autos are offered for sale 
cheap and orders for new ones 
countermanded. 


I have been down to Los Angeles 
several times. It is a very large city 
with many fine office buildings and 
stores. I want to tell you about one 
thing there that isn’t seen in every 


city. In the centre is a very steep 
high -wall. Several streets run up 
over it but at the steepest part a 
street is tunnelled through. If you 


wish to get up on top at that street, 
you can either walk up 125 steps, not 
counting several landings, or go up 
a little railroad called “The Angel’s 
Flight.”.

Dear Sir, 

As it seems probable that 
two members of the Board of Health 
will be elected at the coming Town 
Meeting, I venture to make a sug- 
gestion for securing perhaps a greater 
efficiency in the Board than is pos- 
sible under the present system.
